Community Lakes Association Report 
April 2012 


Our Annual Meeting was held at the Bryant Pond 4-H Camp on Aug.6 The Secretary and Treasurer 
reports were read and accepted. 


Old Business: The informational flyers for people that rent are nearly gone and will be up dated and 
made available for next season. Susan Jennings reported on the 4-H Camps efforts in the milfoil 
eradication program. This will be summarized in Jim Chandler’s report. Johnny’s bridge is still safe 
to travel. At this time, mainly due to the economy, nothing is being done to replace the bridge. One 
member suggested a boat launch area could be added when the bridge is redone. There are plans for 
water bars on the Indian Pond Rd. Nothing is being done to correct the problem of erosion caused by 
the new boat launch area. We need to check all boat launches for signage- “Look out for Loons”, 
“Boating Safety’, and “Milfoil Warning” etc. The excessive speed of a few boats and the fear and 
concern they cause was discussed. The Lakes Association does not plan to apply to the state for 
Horse Power restrictions. However, we need to work closely with boat owners and law enforcement 
to protect the safety of people and wild life. 


New Business: The current slate of officers was re elected. President- Nancy Willard, V. President — 
Betsey Foster, Sec.- Lois Ruff, Treasurer — Chris VanLeuven, Rep. at large, and director of Milfoil 
effort- Jim Chandler. 


Our speaker for the meeting was Michele Windsor from Oxford County Soil and Water 
Conservation District. She talked about the Lakesmart program which provides assessments, 
guidance and advice for owners of shore land property who wish to protect the lake.

PACE Paramedic Service 


Citizens of the Town of Greenwood, 


PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is proud to be able to 
present you with a description of ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


Between July 1“, 2011 and March 15", 2012, PACE responded to 51 calls in your town. Our 
average response time for those calls, from the time of the tone until we were on the scene, was 12 
minutes. We are regularly out the door and on our way to calls in less than one minute with a 
minimum of two Paramedic Level Crews on duty at all times. As with all of the towns PACE 
covers, we provided the highest level of care available with a Paramedic on every 911 response. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of professionals on the 
Greenwood Fire Department and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters 
whenever possible. Although we usually stage in Woodstock, the GWFD has been excellent hosts in 
allowing us to stage at the Locke Mills Station from time to time to maximize our resources as the 
need arises. 


In addition to the day time Fire Department coverage Greenwood and Woodstock share, both 
departments were also granted a Maine EMS Service License for a First Responder Service. They 
respond with PACE on calls bringing highly skilled, lifesaving aid to the citizens. This is truly a 
neighbor helping neighbor scenario, with local citizens responding to render care at your time of 
need. Working in concert with PACE, they have proven to be a true asset to the community. At 
PACE, we can not express our appreciation of their efforts enough. They have been absolutely 
superb on calls and an essential extension in the chain of survival. This is in fact a cutting edge 
concept in emergency response at a national level and you are doing it! Please accept our 
congratulations and our gratitude. 


PACE is always happy to visit schools, daycare facilities, organizations, and the like to talk about 
emergency care and give tours of the ambulances as part of our community outreach program. We 
are also more than willing to give tours of our station located on the Stephens Memorial Hospital 
Campus. We provide regular CPR & First Aid training here at Stephens and we are also willing to 
set up special classes to meet your needs. Please feel free to call 207-744-6126 to schedule tours and 
training.

Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C organization that provides a no-kill 
shelter for homeless felines located as 132 Waterford Road in Norway. The shelter, which is 
equipped to provide treatment and shelter for 85+ felines, is always full to capacity. Our adoption 
rate is approximately 450 felines per year into approved homes. They all leave the shelter healthy, 
vaccinated, flea treated, wormed, spayed/neutered and leukemia/feline aids tested for an adoption fee 
of $ 80.00 for adults and $ 90.00 for kittens. 


The “RPC” shelter is no longer “felines only”. In May of 2011, we started receiving stray dogs from 
12 area towns. It is anticipated we will receive approximately 200 dogs in a year’s time. The ratio 
of cats to dogs in our shelter is 25 to 1. Occasionally, we have dogs available for adoption, but most 
of them are claimed by their owners. We are an important resource for information on all types of 
pets. If your pet becomes lost, please remember to report it to us and to your animal control officer. 
“RPC” has agreements with the Town of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Harrison, Woodstock, 
West Paris, Greenwood, and Bethel to take stray felines. For stray dogs we have agreements with 
Norway, Paris, Oxford, Greenwood, Poland, Mechanic Falls, Hebron, West Paris, Woodstock, 
Bethel, Harrison and Buckfield. We accept owner surrender cats and dogs when cage/kennel space 
allows. 


Responsible Pet Care can direct you to resources for low cost spay and neuter for dogs and cats. 
Please call 743-8679 for more information. Because of the overwhelming necessity to spay and 
neuter pit bull terriers, whether full or mixed breed, the State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter program 
in Augusta is issuing certificates with highest priority to these dogs. Shelters are currently flooded 
with this breed, due to irresponsible breeding. 


It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. In addition, it is required that a 
breeder and/or pet dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written disclosure 
indicating their history, including their health records.

These days I’m as frustrated as anyone with the partisan gridlock in Washington. Even the most routine 
congressional functions, such as passing budgets, are caught up in irresponsible political games. One way 
to stop this is a bill I am pushing that would make sure members of Congress wouldn’t get paid if they fail 
to pass budget and appropriation bills on time. It is time for Congress to get serious and show some 
common sense. 


Yet, despite congressional dysfunction, I’m pleased to report progress on a number of initiatives 
important to Maine. Last year, Congress passed the Small Business Jobs Act, which included my 
amendment to ensure Maine small business lending agencies qualified for funding under the bill. As a 
result, Maine received $13.2 million last September to support small business development. Since a 
requirement of the funding was to match every federal dollar with 10 additional dollars, that one 
investment is expected to spur $132 million in small business lending in our state. 


My work in support of our nation’s veterans continues to be very important to me. Last October, the 
House passed a measure I authored to ensure that severely disabled and elderly veterans are able to get the 
care they need at Maine’s state veterans’ homes. I’m pleased that it passed unanimously in the House, 
and I’m hopeful the Senate acts on it soon. 


We still have much work to do to create jobs and grow our national and state economies. Last year, I 
visited many Maine manufacturers and received a tremendous amount of valuable feedback. After these 
visits, and having heard back from over 85 Maine companies that filled out an online survey I created, it 
was made clear to me that legislative action is needed at the federal level to do more to boost our 
manufacturers and the positive impact they have on our economy. 


My highest priority has always been ensuring that Mainers receive timely and quality constituent services.
